Pennsylvania ranks just above "low on the totem pole" in state aid to 
higher education, according to the chairman of the Council on Higher Education

In an address to the American College Public Relations Association 
regional meeting at Temple University last week, Charles G. Simpson said 
Pennsylvania ranks 45th or worse among the states in aiding higher education. 
The Commonwealth's spending "pales into insignificance" when compared with that 
of New York or California, he noted. 

He reminded the college information specialists that the State Board last 
month recommended an additional ten million dollars in state aid to higher 
education next year, By contrast, he said, the University of California alone 


has asked for one hundred million more and the New York City Board of Education 


wants 120 million more,

Operating costs of America's public and private colleges 
and universities rose ©8 percent to a record $9.2 billion 
Gollars between the 1961-62 nd 1963-64 academic years, 
the U.S, Office of Education reported recently.

Faculty salaries 
and other expenses related to the instruction of students 
were the items of higher§ cost. Second largest outlay of 
current funds was the nearly 2 billion dollars estimated 
for organized research. On a percentage basis, the 
biggest jump in operating expenses was for libraries = 
for librarians' salaries, buying books and periodicals, 
bookbinding, end the like. Library spending, however, 
amounted to only 2.6 percent of all operating expenses.
